THE MINING INTERESTS IN CHILI. 


S1r,—In continuation of the letter I wrote you on Dec. 15, and which 
you kindly inserted in the Journal on the following day, I now annex a 
translation of an extract from a letter just received from my friend in 
Chili, and which, no doubt, will interest your readers. MERCHANT. 


Valparaiso, Chili, Dec. 2.—The shipments of copper products from the unblockaded 
ports of the North continue heavy, and it is probable that the amount of exports for 
Nov. and Dec. will be more than was expected In Europe. But you must not imagine 
on this account that the production of copper here will continue on the same scale. 
These shipments are only the stocks either smelted or in crude ore accumulated since 
Sept., and such lots as by immense exertions have been brought down to the coast for 
shipment before the Spaniards should be reinforced sufficiently to make the blockade 
effective in all our ports. As the news of hostilities here found the Swansea smelters 
short of stocks, and which they will now be anxious to obtain, it is more than probable 
they will try to cause a fall in prices, availing themselves of the effect the actual ship- 
ments from Chili will cause. But you must not be carried away by a belief in a per- 
manent fall. We are convinced that the real rise and permanent price in Europe will 
take place not before April or May, when the figures for exports of the first quarter of 
1866 will be known there, and what we have already written you as to the reduction in 
our products (see Mining Journal Dec. 16) will be verified. 

The writer has just returned from the North, and, having visited the principal min- 
ing districts, finds that in the district of the desert of Atacama not only have the in- 
numerable mines of smal! owners been stopped, but also the important ones of Mr. Moreno, 
and for the reason that their position does not allow of provisions being sent to them 
except at immense sacrifice, on account of the blockade, and not having local resources ; 
the whole of the labourers had gone to the South, to the agricultura! provinces. The 
same has occurred, although in a lees degree, in the mining districts of Copiapo and Car- 
rizal. In Coquimbo both the great smelting establishments are stopped for want of 
coa!, the port being strictly blockaded. The mining district of Tamaya, although with 
an opening in Tongoy, has mach reduced its produce for want of men for the mines. 
This is the present state of our mining provinces; and, once the present stocks now on 
the coast are shipped, the monthly produce at the disposal of shippers will, we fear, be 
very small.—P.S. The shipments now being made, though large in bulk, are, on an 
average, of low ley of copper; the regulus in many cases has been hurried through its 
process, and the ores are of much lower produce than what would be shipped under or- 
dinary circumstances, Of bar copper very little indeed will be available now the Gua- 
yacan and Edward’s establishments are closed, and now there only remains Lota, and 
we hear that even the purchase of ores for this establishment has been stopped. 


THE EIGHT PER CENT. RATE—THE TRUE CAUSE OF IT. 


S1r,—Is there any cause really for the commotion that is now disturb- 
ing not only the Money Market, but the commercial confidence of the 
country? Ifit is the 8 per cent. minimum rate of discount, what is the 
cause of that? Ido not want the answer to this question to take a cur- 
rency direction, though currency, the Act of 1844, and the management 
of the Bank directors might be imported into it. But apart from such in- 
cidents, what is the true reason of a disturbance which is sorely depreciat- 
ing the value of all share property? If it be the 8 per cent. miaimum, 
what is the cause of that? 

In considering this question two facts must be remembered. One is 
that we have had a succession of good harvests, or average good harvests, 
which have enriched the country by at least 20,000,000/. annually, asum 
which in the contrary event must have gone to pay for corn elsewhere. 
We have had at least 80,000,0002. of capital thus preserved to us in the | 





motion that is disturbing nearly all the great interests in the country; and 
the monied interest may be assured that if they wish confidence to revive, 
the first approaches must come from themselves. They were the first to 
breed distrust, and they will have to be the first to discourage it. — f 
But, though many of the public have suffered in the way described, it 
would be a mistake to assume that the nation has lost. The 80,000,000. 
accumulated out of the harvests of the last four years are intact, in some 
form or other, as well as a vast amount of other savings. They are either 
in houses, or factories, or ships, or produce, or good debts. They are in 
some way or other reproductive. The wealth of the country is also beirig 
increased by the re-investment of these reproduced savings; and Mr. Glad- 
stone mey be expected to say so, even if the revenue returns for the last 
three years up to the one just issued did not point to it. Even the amount 
sent away in foreign loans is reproductive—at all events, there has been 
no case of repudiation, or of suspension of dividends; though in one par- 
ticular quarter there has been a present loss. And our existing trade is 
certainly most flourishing. Gratuitous warnings against the expansion of 
the American trade are as idle in the eyes of those who know anything of 
American resources as they are in the eyes of those who have confidence 
in American commercial honour. Under such circumstances the country 
cannot fail to accumulate further wealth, especially if we be blessed with 
another good harvest, and are kept out of the calamities of war. And one 
farther good result is yet to arise. The public will take care of their own. 
They will not altogether shut themselves out of the benefits of associated 
enterprise by means of companies, but they will to a man avoid conneci- 
ing themselves with undertakings the objects of which are primarily to 
cbtain the payment of debts from people who do not owe the money. Here- 
after, let no bank or monied establishment imagine they can repeat the 
manceavres of 1864 and 1865 with any reasonable chance of success. The 
pablic distrust all such promoters, just as they are now being told to dis- 
tmast promoters in general; and they will not be again cajoled out of sub- 
scriptions, not even by the first names in London. It is safe to say that 
this year, 1866, will see very few of the sort of projects which before our 
reeent experience would have been considered, merely from names, first- 
rate. But it is also safe to say that apparently inferior but really sounder

GOLD IN WALES—THE SODIUM PROCESS, 


Si1r,—I have read with great interest and attention the description of 
the sodium process of gold amalgamation published in last week’s Journal, 
and, although I am not at all prepared to declare it “alike unphilosophi- 
cal and commercially impracticable,” I think the publication of certain 
important details respecting the process would be most desirable for all 
parties. Some writers in the Journal appear to regard the sodium process 
as identical with, or rather as a degeneration from, the chloride of sodium 
(common salt) process; but no notion can be more absurd; the two pro- 
cesses have no connection whatever with each other, so far as I can under- 
stand them. In all the common salt processes the object sought is to neu- 
tralise the substances which prevent the proper action of the mercury, and 
thus permit the gold and mercury to amalgamate; but in the sodium = 
cess the object sought is simply to prevent the change of the mercury from 
its metallic condition, and facilitate the amalgamation by that means. I 
have no doubt the sodium process will extract more gold, if the ore be first 
well “‘salted;” but whether the sodium process, without the “ salting,” 
will effect the object in view remains to be seen. ‘The description of the 
process, as furnished by the inventor, is probably ample to enable anyone 
accustomed to gold extraction tu perform the operations intended, but I 
consider it unsatisfactory that the principles upon which the process is 
based have never been made known, and must, therefore, ask either the 
invertor or some other of your numerous correspondents to furnish the 
particulars,

Then, has the simple introduction of limited liability 
neutralised these advantages, so far as the price of money is concerned? 
He would be a bold as well as an uninformed man who would maintain 
the affirmative. 

The principle of limited liability is indispensable to commercial progress, 
and it was on this ground mainly that Parliament, not without a struggle, 
gave it the sanction of law. Hundreds of cases might be cited where it is 
aptly falfilling its mission—encouraging judicious enterprise on the one 
hand, and rewarding investors on the other, while adding to the employ- 
ment of the people. Ths snecess of the banks which have adopted it, it is 
needless to point out, This was one of the tests held to be most trying, 
but the ordeal has been passed; and the ordeal will be safely passed in thou- 
sands of other cases. Bat, like every other favourite change, limited lia- 
bility, sound in itself, has been not a little abused, till there is now some 
danger of a reactior against it in publie opinion. And by whom have the 
abuses of it been committed? Not by the pradent capitalist, desirous only 
of obtaining a moderate returns f-r his money; not by prudent men of 
business, who by means of the protection it throws over the capital of 
others are working themselves into a fair and good position. On the con- 
trary, the improvement in the law has been perverted by great capitalists 
and money dealers, not exclading certain banks, not eve: the Bank of 
England, into a means of fixing losses they have sus! wed by their own 
previons incaution or imprudence upon the pnblic. The share list of the 
Stock Exchange at this moment contains the names of companies which 
could not meet their engagements to these bankers and money dealers. 
The prosperity of the people from a succession of good harvests, and the 
trade thereby created—itself also highly prosperous, combined with an 
awakened perception of the advantages of limited liability—presented an 
happy opportunity to these banks and money dealers to shift their losses 
upon the public, and they availed themselves of it. Huge concerns, prac- 
tically insolvent in relation to their banking and discount creditors, were | 
thereupon suddenly invested with all sorts of merits, and some of them 
with most illusory guarantees. 

If it were not irritating it would be refreshing to reproduce the literary 
splendours of certain prospectuses, and compare them with their now dark 
and darkening shadows. The public, believing in names, took the shares, 
and they have simply been ‘‘sold” at an awful loss to themselves; but the 
banks and money dealers by whom they were “sold” safely “ got out ” of | 
their doubtful bills and securities. The public, or those who have lost by it, ' 
are now smarting under this sharp practice; and, indeed, they have good | 
reason to bewail the perverted use of a generous principle, Hence the re- | 
action is opposing enormous difficulties in the way of an extension of 
limited liability to many undertakings of the soundest character. Who is | 
to blame for this? Clearly not those who have legitimately applied the | 
principle; but those who, by combining legal acuteness with financial un- | 
scrupulousness, have shifted enormous losses trom their own shoulders on to | 
the shoulders of the people. 

What is the next result? A state of distrust inevitably, and money at 
a@ minimum of 8 percent. The public who have been so deluded are com- 
mitted to a multitude of calls, some made under pretexts quite at variance 
with the engagements of the prospectus. In many cases they have to sell 
good securities in order to obtain the means of paying forthe bad. Hence 
prices fall. In many cases they have to borrow at any price. Here they 
come into competition with mercantile borrowers, and hence the rate of 
discount is 8 per cent. Then, the very same bankers and discounters who 
most contributed to produce this necessitous condition take advantage of it 
to charge maximum terms, and to reproach and repudiate as speculators the 
victims of their own cunning devices. No wonder that distrust has become 
widely generated. No wonder the Stock Exchange is fall of complaints 
at the want of business; and no wonder that the banks and money dealers 
are, as they are at this moment, unable to find employment for reserves 
enlarging their own alarms, Herefis the main cause of the com- 





The price of salt per ton is only one small item 
in the cost of treating ores by chlorination—the cost of adding metallic 
sodium to the mercury used in amalgamation is only 1d. per ton of ore 
operated upon. I feel convinced that sodium will gradually work its way 
into all gold amalgamating works, but it is very probable that chlorination 
may be more efficacious with some ores than amalgamation. There are 
good mines in North Wales, and in these the gold can be obtained by 
amalgamation with the use of sodium; but there are others which neither 
chlorination, nor any other process that stops short of introducing gold 
into the lodes, will enable anyone to get it out.

GOLD AND SILVER EXTRACTION. 


Srr,—My attention has been called to an article in last week’s Journal 
on ‘‘Gold and Silver Extraction,” in which the cost of Mr. Crookes’ pro- 
cess of extracting the precious metals by means of sodic-mercury is com- 
pared with that of a process which aims at promoting their separation by 
roasting their ores with salt. The writer of the article contends that, as 
sodium costs 5s, per Ib, and salt 5s. per ton, Mr. Crookes’ method must be 
commercially impracticable. ‘The writer of the article is evidently not 
aware that an almost infinitesimal quantity of sodiam suffices to effect Mr. 
Crookes’ purpose—1-2000th being the average quantity added to the mer- 
eury employed. Salt, on the contrary, has to be apportioned, in consider- 
able bulk, to the total mass of the ore calcined, the weight of which counts 
by tons against ounces. The salt process, moreover, does not effect the 
complete extraction of the gold, as the sodium process does; so that, be- 
sides being more costly, it is also less efficient. The salt process, again, 
involves roasting the ore in a farnace, with the attendant fuel and labour 
charges. These serious costs also attach to Kiistel’s proposed ‘‘ chlorina- 
tion ” process, which involves a further outlay for manganese, salt, and 
vitriol to develope chlorine, and the erection of costly leaden gas-generators, 
conducting-pipes, chloration-vats, and glass receivers for precipitation of 
the gold; in short, a chemical works on a small scale. The transport ot 
carboys of strong vitriol up to the gold mines of the interior would of itself, 
in the majority of the gold regions, be prohibitory of the chlorination plan; 
and very few miners know enough of chemistry to undertake the erection 
of the apparatus and the management of the process. With Crookes’ pro- 
cess nothing of this sort is needed; the old amalgamating pans remain in 
use; there is no extra labour nor fuel to pay for, nor anything to do but 
to add a minute pellet of the protecting compound to the mercury em- 
ployed; while the cost is sosmall that, including an equitable patent rent, 
it will be but a minute fraction of the extra yield of gold obtained by its 
aid. The method is equally advantageous, and equally cheap in its ap- 
plication, to the working of silver ores. 

It is trne, as your writer observes, that “‘little is at present heard of 
Crookes’ process.”” The reason is that this process is quietly undergoing 


| trials, with results which will in a short time appear, and produce their 


legitimate effect. Meanwhile, it may be observed that the most loudly- 
trumpeted enterprises are not always the best, and that too many gold ad- 
venturers know, to their cost, the trath of the old proverb, ‘‘ Much cry 
and little wool.” 

I write these few lines in defence of Mr. Crookes’ system, because it is 
one marked with a philosophical beauty and simplicity, which have com- 
mended it to the approval of such chemists as Profs, Miller, Frankland, 
Hofmann, and Odling, and of certain capitalists whose great wealth and 
high standing give sufficient proof of their commercial sagacity. It is a 
process destined, in my opinion, to bring about a vast and much-needed 
increase in the supply of bullion to the markets of the world. It is, there- 
fore, desirable, as well on public as on private grounds, to prevent mis- 
conception as to the extraordinary and quite exceptional value of this plan, 
of which it is not too much to say that it will have its place marked in 


addition is, that the quantity added is insufficient to produce a deleterious 
effect, and that the result upon the mass is practically nil. This, the spe- 
cification of the patent indeed implies; for it states that if more than 1 part 
| of sodium be added to 150 parts of mercury, the result is that the amalgam 
| becomes viscid. This is only what one would reasonably expect, because 
we know that when potassium is substituted for sodium a white crystalline 
| solid is produced with only 14 per cent. of potassium in the amalgam. 
From these facts we may conclude that the viscidity of the mercurial mass 
increases in proportion to the quantity of alkali metal (potassium or 
sodium) added, and hence that sodium has no power to keep the mercury 
| fluid, or in that condition necessary to enable it to amalgamate with the 
gold. May not the explanation, then, be this. The sodium, before it 
| has had sufficient time to produce a deleterious effect, becomes, through 
| contact with air or water, changed perhaps into soda (for the specification 
tells us that even the amalgam must be kept in air-tight vessels or in 
naphtha to keep the sodium in its metallic state), and passes harmlessly 
away with other impurities, Of course, taking this view, the addition of 
the sodium would be productive of neither good nor evil, and the same 
explanation would be afforded for some workings giving good results and 
some bad ones, as when mercury alone is used. 
| From these considerations one is inclined to conclude that if the sodium 
| produce any effect it must be, not upon the mercary, but upon the ore un- 
der treatment, as described in the article by Mr. Thomas Belt, published 
in the Journal of June 24; but turning one’s attention in this direction it 
is at once found that such a conclusion would be altogether unjustifiable. 
The sodide of gold has yet to be discovered, and neither Mr. Belt nor Mr. 
Crookes have even claimed the production of either sodide of mercury or 
sodide of zinc, but they show that when arsenical pyrites or sulphide of 
lead is triturated with the sodium amalgam the sodium takes up the sul- 
phar, leaving arsenic amalgam and lead amalgam respectively; and that 
when litharge and carbonate of lead are triturated with sodium amalgam 
the sodium takes up the oxygen, leaving lead amalgam. Now, this is 
unfortunate, because if it be true that the sodiam decomposes, as Messrs. 
Belt and Crookes state, the oxides and sulphides, a given weight of sodiam 
would only combine with a given weight of sulphur; most people would 
expect 16 lbs. of sulphur to combine with 23 Ibs. of sodium, the result 
being 39 Ibs. of sulphide of sodium. How, then, either an ounce or a 
pound of sodium can have any good effect upon a ton of auriferous ore, 
even assumiug the conditions to be the most favourable, it is difficult to 
imagine. The reason, I should assume, that “ when sodium is added in 
excess its effect is injurious instead of beneficial,” is that the amalgam is 
so far thickened that the mercury is comparatively useless. One pound of 
sodium would sicken as much mercury as would one pound of sulphar, 
perhaps rather more; and since the quantity of sodium used must be suffi- 
cient to take up all the sulphur and all the oxygen (quartz containing 
50°28 per cent. of oxygen) contained in the ore, it is obvious that if we 
apply only 1 Ib. to the ton we cannot fairly say that we adopt, in its in- 
tegrity, the doctrine—no doubt very good in its place—

| IMPROVED MACHINERY FOR TIN-DRESSING. 
S1r,—In the Supplement to the Journal of Nov. 25, and in the Journal 
of Dec. 9, was a long and interesting account of the Treatment of Poor 
Auriferous and Argentiferous Ores, at Schemnitz, in Hungary, with draw- 
ings of Rittinger’s classifiers, side-blow percussion-tables, and rotating 
buddle, by which the reduction of very poor ores is accomplished at a cheap 
rate, enabling mines containing low quality ores to be worked at a profit, 
which worked in the ordinary manner would result in a loss to the share- 
holders, and unfortunately, as at present, most of our tin mines are in this 
position, I think it worth while for our mine agents to investigate the sub- 
ject, and ascertain for themselves if portions of such machinery will not 
answer the purpose for tin-dressing much better than the most improved 
buddle at present in use. On this point I beg to draw the attention of 
agents of our tin mines to a letter from Mr. A. Dean, which appeared ia 
the Mining Journal of Dee. 16, giving an account of two double side-blow 
percussion-tables now working at the Vigra and Clogau Mines, North 
Wales. Mr. Dean says—‘ In the Vigra mineral there is 1 ton of yellow 
copper ore to 300 tons of waste, and the average value for copper is only 
6d. per ton of sand. From this extremely poor stuff the copper ore is se- 
parated upon the percussion-table, and flows off it clean to assay 10 per 
cent. of metallic copper. I know not any other apparatus by which such 
a result could be obtained at one operation.” Again—‘ From the time 
the sand leaves the stamps till the copper ore is extracted in a clean state, 
and the waste flows away, the whole of the processes are self-acting; not 
a shovel is used, and the only labour required is that of a little boy, whose 


business it is to turn the pointers to intercept the ore, and to regulate the . 


feed-water. The cost of separating 1 ton of clean copper ore from 300 tons 
of sand is 31s. 3d., or 14d. per ton.” Now, here is a machine which appears 
to me admirably adapted to dress low-prodace tin ores, as it almost en- 
tirely does away with the shovel and barrow, and, as a matter of course, 
effects a corresponding reduction in the costof dressing. I would venture 
to ask the managers of our largest tin mines in this county if they can 
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match the above result of 13d. per ton with their most improved buddle, 
whether Borlase’s or any other? Mr. Dean informed me in a private let- 
ter, a short time since, that the percussion-table will dress tin-ores at half 
the cost of the best machinery now employed in Cornwall for that purpose. 
At Vigra and Clogau he not only erected the side-blow tables, but alsoone of 
the most improved buddles in use here, and, therefore, is fully able to judge 
which of the two systems is the best, and unhesitatingly gives the prefer- 
ence to the percussion-tables, 

I consider that the mining public are under a great obligation to Mr. 
Dean for bringing this important subdject under their notice, and regret 
that no one has thought the matter worthy of areply. Mach has been done 
in lessening the labour cost in our tin mines, but I believe much more may 
be done, and, therefore, take the liberty of calling the attention of all in- 
terested in the preservation of tin mining to well consider this subject.

IODINE, IN MINERALS AND WATER, 


S1z,—It was known many years ago that iodine had been found in 
metalliferous ores, and Vauguelin (vide OpFILA) remarked in the virgin 
silver of Serpentine, from Mexico, the presence of iodine, indicating at the 
same time that it was the first known example of iodine in the mineral 
kingdom. It was subsequently found in the corneous silver of Albarra- 
dan, in the zinc ores of Silesia, and elsewhere. ‘That iodine exists in large 
quantities in different minerals diffused through rocks is evident from the 
number of mineral waters containing it in various proportions. Out of 
numerous mineral waters, whose analyses I have just examined, I find that 
six contain iodine. ‘These sources are as follows:— 

Axx LES Banis, at the foot of Mount Revel, two leagues from Chambery, 
in Savoy. Analysis by M. Joseph Bonjeau, chemist, at Chambery, gives a trace of 
iodine. There are two mineral springs here, called the sulphur and the alum waters, 
though the latter contains no alum, The temperature of the former is 111°2° Fabr., 
and the latter 113°, . ; 

CuAuss a village, in the commune of Triviers, three-quarters of a 
league from Chambery. In 1841, Dr. Domenget discovered on his own property three 
springs of cold mineral water, strongly sulphuretted and jodised. The analysis by M, 
O. Henry (‘* Bulletin de l’Académie Royale de Médecine,” tome viil., p. 94) says that it 
contains 99 milligrammes of iodine per kilogramme of water. 

GRAVILLE-L’ Heure.—A pretty little village, one league to the east of 
Havre. In sinking a well a very remarkable spring was discovered at a depth of 2 or 
3 metres, containing iron and iodine, According to MM. Lindet and Duchemin, who 
first made know the properties of this water, the iodine was in the state of iodide of po- 
tassium and sodium; M. Henry, however, gives it in the form of iodhydrate of ammo- 
nia, in the proportion of 12 milligrammes per kilogramme of the water, 3 

HeiLsrunn.—Village near ‘Tolz,in the Bavarese Oberland; iodine was 
discovered in it, in 1825, by M. Vogel, in the state of iodide of sodium. According to 
Barruel, 98 milligrammes of fodide of sodium were found ina kilogramme of the water. 

KrevtTzNacH or CREUTZNACH, @ small village of Rhenish Prussia.— 
This mineral water, marking 36° of Baumé’s areometer, contains so large a quantity of 
calcareous soluble matter that the addition of a sufficient quantity of concentrated sul- 
phuric acid causes it to solidify. According to the analysis of M. Spielmann, chemist, 
Strasbourg, it contains no less than 1°8 grammes of lodurets per ktlogramme of the water. 

LoveEscHE or LetvK.—Town of the Valais, on the left band of the Khone, 
two and a half leagues distance towardsthe north. At aheight of 1494 metres above the 
level of the sea, in the valley of the Dala, rises the principal spring, that of St. Laurent. 
Its temperature is 125°15°, Fabr., and it contains a trace of lodine, : 

Iodine locally found in sea water does not arise from a mineral, but from 
a vegetable source—that of the sea-weeds, The extraction of iodine from 
ores is not @ difficult operation, as it volatilises at u low heat, and is also 
soluble in boiling alchohol at 36° (Cartier). CG. H. D.

S1m,—At last I am happy to say there is a bright prospect before us as 
to the development of the mineral and other wealth in this part of the 
county. No one now doubts but that in a very few years we shall have 
the railway from Launceston, via Camelford and Wadebridge, and on to 
Truro. In consequence of this, the attention of capitalists interested in 
mines and clay-works has been drawn this way, so that already new clay- 
works have been opened on the Roughtor Moors, and the clay has been 
found of excellent quality, while other setts have been applied for, and 
will be obtained on reasonable terms, so that it is expected that the great 
clay-works of the county will, ere long, be in full operation on the moors 
named, embracing as they do many thousands of acres, many hundreds of 
which have extensive china-clay beds beneath them, besides granite of the 
best quality in the county, equal to the best Scotch granite.

The remedy for this state of things lies with the public,and ina 
great with p ofsuch companies, Whenevera property is offered for the 
formation of a company, the promoters should, in the first instance, thoroughly satisfy 
th Ives of the genuine character of the setc offered by getting practical and experienced 
men to report fully on the capabilities, advantages, and disadvantages of the said property. 
They should also satisfy themselves as regards the title tothe same. This done, they 
may conscientiously invite the public to interest themselves in the undertaking. Unless 
the reports are of this practical character they are nothing better than alluring baits; 
and this class of reports can be only obtained from candid and experienced quarrymen, and 
I unhesitatingly state that reports with which vendors are too frequently well provided 
should only be taken for what they are worth. Promoters should always get disinte- 
rested parties to do this privately for them. I shall in a future letter call the attention 
of capitalists to this class of property in the Penrhyn Quarry district.

THE OKEL TOR MINE—THE BOILERS. 


Srr,—Observing in last week’s Journal certain remarks from one who 
signs himself ‘‘ A Miner” (Calstock), respecting the boilers at present in 
use in this mine, and as his letter, if unanswered, would mislead share- 
holders, I beg to state that one of the boilers now in use was thoroughly re- 
paired in March last, and is now in first-rate working order. The other boiler is un- 
dergoing repairs, and by the time this letter appears will be made quite tight. These 
boilers supply steam to a 50-in. cylinder pumping-engine, with 100 fms, of 12-inch pit- 
work attached, and a 22-inch cylinder double-acting engine for drawing the stuff and 
crushing the ore, and working on an average eleven hours daily. Tosapply these two 
engines our average consumption of coal for the last six months has been 65 tons per 
month, and on this quantity we expect to effect a saving. W. B. Cottom.

PETROLEUM AS STEAM FUEL. |

An interesting series of experiments, with a view to adapt petroleom as 
a steam-fuel, has recently been made at the Morgan Ironworks, New York, | 
under the superintendence of Mr. Julius Adams, The boiler used was an | 
internal flue and tubular boiler, the shell measuring 13 ft. 11 in. in length | 
by 6 ft. in diameter, with a fire-grate surface of 35 square feet, 6 ft. 7 in. 
by 5 ft. 4 in.; contents, about 1200 gallons of water to the level of the 
upper gauge-cock. The fire-bars were removed, and in their place a coll of %-in. 
wrought-iron pipe was inserted, lying in the plane of the bars, the total length of pipe 
in the coil being 23 ft.; at the back, directly across the furnace, a wrought-iron tube, or 
retort, 5 in. in diameter, and closed at both ends, was placed with a short tube, of 2 in. 
diameter, immediately in front of it. In this latter tube (which communicates with 
the retort) one end of the coil is inserted, and the other end, passing out of the farnace- 
door, communicates with the reservoir of oil, being in this case the cask in which it 
was brought to market. The flow of oll is regulated by a stop-cock placed near the 
furnace-door. Some 8 in. under the coil of pipe lie ten 1-in. wrought-iron tubes, closed 
at one end, the other end inserted into the retort; these tubes lie parallel to each other, 
and are 2 ft. 3 in. in length, and into each of them is tapped nine cast-iron burners, 
with 1-16th inch opening, making in all 90 burners. Aninch above the plane of the 
coil a wrought-iron pipe proceeds direct from the short tube in front of the retort, into 
which the coil is inserted, to the furnace-door, and thence to the steam space of a small 
auxiliary boiler; a branch, with proper valves, connects this pipe with the steam space 
of the main boiler—the flow of steam being also regulated by @ stop-cock placed in the 
vicinity nf the furnace-door, near the oil-cock. The water in the boiler being cold (64°), 
at 15 minutes past 2 p.w. some billets of pine wood and shavings, weighing about 
12 Ibs., being placed upon the coil, near the furnace-door, were lighted, and the door 
partially closed; after an interval of 15 minutes the oil-cock was gradually opened, 
which permitted a flow of oil from the reservoir through the coil, simultaneous with 
which, or a little later, the steam-cock was opened, which conveyed steam of about 
20 lbs. pressure from the auxiliary boiler through the heated steam-pipe above the coil, 
to the retort, or mixer, when, combining with the vapour of the oil from the coil, it 
passes into the straight pipes under the coil, and is fired at the burners. The flame 
was vivid and intense, regulated in its force by the relative flow of oll and superheated 
steam, and was entirely under the control of the fireman, who at his pleasure could re- 
duce the flame to the flicker of an expiring lamp, or extend it by a single movement to 
& volume, filling the large flue end furnace with its flame. No smoke or unpleasant 
smell was perceptible, and the combustion was complete and entirely manageable. 
Steam, at atmospheric pressure, was raised in the boiler in 29 minutes from the time of 
admission of oil into the coil. No measure was taken in this experiment of the amount 
of water evaporated, the apparatus not being considered as properly proportioned to ex- 
hibit the economic value of the fuel, and the experiments terminated in about oue hour 
by closing the oil-cock, and the fire was out. 

Farther experiments with improved apparatus are considered by Mr. Adams to be 
necessary, in order to determine the precise economical value of the fuel (Mr. Adams 
estimates the calorific power of petroleum as equivalent to three times its bulk in toal) 
in comparison with coal; but the advantages of the oi! as a fuel for marine engines may 
be briefly summed up as follows:—1. Rapidity with which steam may be used.—2. 
Greatly reduced dimensions of boiler and furnace below that required for coal.—3. The 
continuous firing effected by feeding the fuel through a pipe into the furnace, thereby 
preventing the great loss of heat in the furnace every time a fresh supply of coal is 
thrown on, and the rush of cold air upon the opening of the furnace-duors.—4. The free- 
dom from smoke, cinder, ash, or refuse of any kind, which in coal reaches from 7 to over 
16 per cent. of the whole amount.—5. The ability to command a forced fire almost in- 
stantly, without a forced draft, which, under some circumstances at sea, is of vital im- 
portance.—6. Dispensing with the numerous class of coal-heavers, strokers, &c., and all 
the inconveniences of raising clinkers and ash from the furnace-rooms.—7. The dimi- 
nished space occupied in the storage of the fuel to an extent which would enable a man- 
of- war to carry petroleum sufficient for a voyage across the Atlantic and back, though 
now unable to carry coal enough to cross once, 





THE IRON TRADE OF THE NORTH-EASTERN COUNTIES 
OF ENGLAND. 


With the advent of the year 1865 was initiated a new and improved 
phase of the pig-iron trade. Two circumstances which occurred during 
the first six months—a great fall in the rate of discount, and the termina- 
tion cf the war in America—tended materially to strengthen this favour- 
able turn of affairs. The expansion of trade that resulted led to an im- 
portant rise in the price of pig-iron; and notwithstanding the renewed 
stringency in the money market, which commenced in the autumn, prices 
still farther advanced, and were maintained to the end of the year. In 
Scotland the price of pig-iron, which at the beginning of the year was 50s. per ton, under 
the favourable influences referred to, advanced before its close to 658. 6d. The chief 
points of interest in the statistics recently published of the Scotch pig-iron trade are 
the facts, that whilst the make of the paat year (1,164,000 tons) was nearly the same 
as that of the year 1864, the deliveries were considerably in excess, amounting to 
1,272,000 tons, consequently there was diminution of stock to the extent of 108,000 tons, 
the same having been reduced from 760,000 tons to 652,000 tons, Whilst in Scotland 
the prodaction of pig-iron appears to have reached its maximum, in Cleveland, during 
the past year, the further development of this manufacture has proceeded with const- 
derable activity. Fourteen new furnaces, of large dimensions, have been lighted; and 
seventeen more are in progress, most of which are fast approaching completion. Bar 
and plate ironworks, likewise, have considerably increased in number throughout the 
district ; and for all, furnaces and mills, there appears to be abundance of employment. 
Notwithstanding, however, the briskness which at present teri fi 
ture, at the opening of the year 1865, in the locality in and about Cleveland, the market 
was dull. Pig-iron was quoted at 50s. per ton for No. 1, and 47s. 6d. for No. 3; and 
it was said that a speedy revival of the trade couid hardly be looked for in the face of 
the extensive preparations that were going on for increasing the make of the district. 
But, contrary to such expectations, the market improved; and before the year was 
closed the price advanced to 57s. per ton for No. 1, and to 54s. for No. 3; whilet for 
shipment, free on board in the Tyne, the prices were respectively 60s. and 57s. 6d. In 
this district,as in Scotland, doubtiess the trade benefited by the fa ble clreuam- 
stances above referred to, However, the extensive introduction of rolling machinery 
into the district, simultaneously with the building of new furnaces, unquestionably con- 
tributed in a great , together with an i d demand, to the result named. 
Owing to the absorption of theadditional make of pigs, by conversion into manufactured 
iron, the market has been relieved from any increased pressure it might otherwise have 
experienced, In place of 95 (the number of furnaces in blast in 1864), the were 105 in 
operation in 1865. From these 105 furnaces, many of which were lighted for only a 
portion of the year, the production of pig-iron was about 975,311 tons, the excess of 
49,257 tons over the make of the previous year, being less than might have been ex- 
pected, Stocks have decreased 21,359 tons: 101 furnaces are now blowing, and 30 are 
out of blast. The following is a summary of the statistics of the trade in this district 
for the past year :—

The 127,340 tons exported exceeded by 22,451 tons the foreign shipments of 1864, and 
were consigned as follows :—49,284 tons to France ; 20,894 to Germany; 39,354 to Hol- 
land and Belgium ; 7591 to Denmark, Norway, and Sweden; and 10,217 to Russia, 
Italy, and other countries. These figures show an increase of shipments over the pre- 
vious year of 1481 tons to France; 10,810 to Germany ; and 20,269 to Holland and Bel- 
gium : and a decrease of 350 tons to Denmark, &c.; and of 9759 to Russia and other 
oountries, The pig-iron trade having now assumed a position that must be regarded as 
satisfactory, the question naturally arises—May this state of prosperity be expected to 
continue throughout the present year? Whatever may be the course of the market 
during the next twelve months, it must be admitted that the prospects of the pig-iron 
trade were never more hopeful than they are at the present time. It is true thata 
number of new furnaces have recently been lighted in this district, and that more will 
shortly be ready to go into blast, The ultimate tendency of this increased power of 
production will, doubtless, be to bring down prices. Meanwhile, however, difficulties 
will have to be encountered in obtaining the needful additions to the supply of labour 
and of fuel. It must be remembered, also, that several of the new furnaces simply re- 
place old ones that have gone out of biast. Likewise, it will be proper to name that, 
in expectation of higher prices, large contracts have been made in this district for for- 
ward delivery to consumers. No doubt, on the other hand, the present high rates will 
tend materially to restrict sales of pig-iron; and the speculative movement which has 
recently forced prices up will, in all probability, be followed by fluctuations and re- 
action. These results, too, may be hastened by the present tightness of the money 
market, However, under all the circumstances before named, lally the enb d 
cost of production, the augmented consumption that is now going on, and an evident 
tendency towards new and enlarged developments of trade, it can hardly be expected 
that low prices of pig-iron will prevail during the present year.

to the fault of undulated ground, being about 76 yards. On the one edge of this fault 
the No. 3 pitis sunk, and near the other the No. 2. This latter pit was sunk under 
many disadvantages and discouragements; but the main coal worked from the No. I pit 
was observed to take its course on towards No. 2, and at about the proper level a drift 
was driven into it,and the extent of the fault » tter developed, Since that time the 
relative position of the Cannel to the main coal has been clearly defined, and Messrs.

Cannel again thrown up within 35 yards of the surface, showing that the field is either 
severed by an upthrow or else the measures change their dip toa rise about the same 
place.

Taking the main coal coal as a starting point, and reading upwards and downwards, 
we have exactly the same measures and layers of coal, corresponding with as little 
variation as we could expect to find in different parts of the same field—indeed, with 
materially iess difference than is found in this same field in the neighbourhood of 
Mold. Drawing conclusions from the comparison, we may conjecture that if the Flint- 
shire fleld were developed to a greater depth we should find the corresponding seams 
(with possibly slight alterations) to those in combination on the Fife section; indeed, 
there is rather strong grounds for believing that the Mostyn seams immediately underlay 
those presently known. Then, if we only look at the relative thickness of the proved 
measures in each section we see 820 ft. in the one, 3500 in the other; and this is the ex 
tent of our knowledge in the former as well as in the latter. Another remarkable fact. 
appears —that the fossils, so far as the sections compare, agree, and the measures in which 
they are imbedded correspond, as also the texture of the seams of coal in several instances ; 
but further, we find that it is in the lower part of the upper coal measures {n which the 
richest oll-yielding shales are found the blackband ironstones, which are such a great 
source of mineral wealth. The view many are disposed to take of the matter is this, 
that ere this valuable coal and Cannel field be exhausted (which cannot reasonably last 
over another quarter of a century) some of the other underlying strata may have been 
discovered, and so keep on not only yielding oil at the same rate as we now get it from 
the Cannel, but also iron in as great proportions as it has been found in Scotland.— 
Flint County Chronicle.

The 70 west is extended 37 fms. from Sleggan’s shaft, chiefly through 
productive ground; the present end yields good stones of ore, and looks very promising 
to improve. The 60 is driven west 41 fms.; the lode in the end !s worth 10/. per fm. 
A winze in the bottom of this level, about 2 fms. further west than the 70 fm. level end, 
is worth 102. perfm. A rise has been put up in the back of the 70, and communicated 
with the 60, which has given good ventilation, and enabled us to stope away the ore 
with economy and dispatch. The bottom of the 70 is standing whole, except where it 
has been worked away near Sleggan’s shaft, some 5 fms. below the 70; the lode at the 
deepest point is worth on an average 19/. per fathom.

From Mr. Epwarp Cooke:—Having been in Cornwall during the past 
fortnight, I was prevented from contributing my usual remarks in the Journal. The 
present dulness in the Mining Market is by no means exceptional for this period of the 
year, when the public generally limit their speculative operations considerably. Inthe 
course of a few weeks there will, no doubt, be much greater activity, when prices will 
improve. This, therefore, is a time to buy rather than to sell, and I trust that this hint 
may prove profitable to those who act upon it.

Moors appear to have kept their price pretty well until the early part of the week, when 
a slight decline took place.

Remarxs.—The Metal Market has remained quiet during the week, 
and not much animation has been manifested. ‘The stringency of the 
Money Market is acting very unfavourably, and prevents many of those 
operations which, in a more easy state of monetary matters, might be en- 
tered into; and the uncertainty as to how long the present high rate of 
interest will last, causes much hesitation as to entering into arrangements 
which may be at all affected by the rate of interest. It is much to be de- 
plored that at the commencement of the year such tightness in the money 
market should exist, and it is earnestly to be hoped that a change for the 
better may take place ere long. We, however, look forward to a good 
business being done in metals in the spring, and we fully expect that much 
more extensive orders will be received from India than has been the case 
for a considerable time.

Tue VALUABLE Discoveries OF NATURAL MANURE IN MONTGOMERYSHIRE.—I was 
giad to see mention mads of the discovery of the manurial deposit at Pwil-y-wrach 
(in the Journal of Dec. 16 and Jan. 6), as there is no doubt of its existence; but, Sir, 
in consequence of your notices I went to the place once, and never wish to go again. 
Those interested in the property should devise some plan for reaching such an out of 
the way spot. I append a brief description, for the benefit of those who may feel dis- 
posed to follow my example, and jadge for themselves. It is impossible to describe 
the road across the mountain, which is especially ugly for carriage of heavy minerals; 
it is some 34% miles from the turnpike-road, leading to the nearest railway station. 
Cwmgynon !s about 244 miles,on the same road as before described; but Penygamedd 
is on the road side, leading to Lianfylein Station, about 4 miles off, which has the ad- 
vantage over the other two, as you see. When there, the visitor will find that the 
workings at Pwil-y-wrach are exceedingly limited, and the quantity of water is next 
to none for working machinery.

LEAD MINING IN FLINTSHIRE. 


It is probably hardly known, and it will scarcely be credited, that there 
is a small district in the Principality where a practice prevails which is 
unknown in any other part either of Wales or of the United Kingdom— 
the miners work but sia hours aday. In all other mining districts, ex- 
cept that of which Holywell is a sort of centre, the men work eight-hour 
shifts—zi. ¢., in one case, 36 hours out of 144 hours in the week; in the 
other, 48 hours out of the 144. 

The firm of Jonn Taytor anp Sons have lately purchased for them- 
selves and their friends a large interest in the Deep Level Mines at Halkin, 
and upon taking possession at once informed the workmen of the rules 
under which their men (numbering several thousands) take their bargains, 
stating that they could make no exception in favour of those who might 
choose to take bargains under them at Halkin. Upon this becoming 
known the men refused to work, not that they disliked the rule, nor to 
receive the higher rate of wages consequent upon it, but from their fear- 
ing the interference of the men employed at neighbouring mines. ‘This 
state of things has continued for nearly three months, and much misery 
has been created by it. 

The miners of the neighbourhood have twice held meetings to induce 
the Halkin men to insist upon the “ six-hour shift ” rule, and are said to 
have subscribed money to maintain the men who are out on strike. At 
the second meeting much dissatisfaction was expressed at having to con- 
tribute money, and a course of intimidation was suggested. This course 
has been partially carried out, and but for the energy of the police and the 
magistrates of the district violence would have been resorted to. 

In these days such a lazy practice as six-hour shifts should not be per- 
mitted at any mine whatever, unless in cases of foul air, or in very wet 
shafts or levels, when there should always be a special exception; short shifts 
should then be adopted, sometimes six, or even four hours only, and in 
this case the men should be paid a full price for a week’s work, having 
performed even but 36 hours’ labour. It cannot be doubted that mining in 
Flintshire has suffered very severely from the unusual practice referred to, 
and which it is hoped will no longer be tolerated. The produce of lead 
from that once profitable and prosperous district has dwindled down to 
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comparative insignificance, and it must be manifest that the capitalist will 
avoid all adventures where he has to pay 25 per cent. more for labour than 
in other parts of the kingdom.

It is 
not probable that the productive energies of our race, nor the fruits of these | 
energies, will ever exceed its wants; not that the motor of these energies— 

the precious metals—should become disproportioned to the necessities call- 

ing them into action and usefulness. ‘There is a reciprocity between these 

metals and their uses—the use requiring the metals, and the metals he- 

getting the use. But it was not upon the general topic we proposed to write, 

but to call attention tothe existence of the many new gold fields of Ame- 

rica, so recently discovered as to be almost unknown, save to the hardy 

trapper, or the equally bold adventurer in pursuitof gold. California and 

Colorado are to be excepted from this remark, for California has sup- 

planted the traditional ‘‘ El Dorado,” and Colorado is still more rich in 

that which has made famous the former. California, it is true, has added 

considerably more than 100,000,000. to the amount of gold in commerce 

and in use in the arts, while Colorado has added but 15,000,0907. But it 

must be remembered that one field has been cultivated four times as long 

as the other, by a population greater by ten times; and added to this is the 

fact that in California gold is found in gulches, or in the sand by the beds 

of water-courses, or in the quartz rock of the mountains, from which it is 

easily removed. In Colorado, on the other hand, gold is found, as we 

stated in last week’s Journal, ‘‘in veins of iron, copper, silver, and lead, 

and is nearly uniformly diffused throughout these ores.” This fact has 

proved a serious obstacle to the miner, but it is now overcome, and there 

can be no doubt that when, after a few months, capital shall have been sup- 

plied for the application of the discoveries of science, the now iron- locked 

treasures of Colorado will be yielded up with a profusion which will be 

startling, but which, however great, can never perceptibly diminish the 

inexhaustible stores of that favoured region. Some of the oldest and 

best known mining regions of the world are yielding less and less year by 

year, though worked by a greater amount of labour, and at a greater out- 

lay of capital; but the converse of this must of necessity prove true of 
Colorado, and of some of the other mineral districts of the great mountain 

system of the Cordilleras. The reason for this fact is to be found in the 

general distribution of the metal throughout the district, and in the cha- 

racter of the veins in which it occurs; for it is known that these veins are 

not mere surface deposits, and that the gold increases in proportion to the 

greater depth attained. 











THE ECCENTRICITIES or raz SCOTCH PIG-IRON MARKET. 
THE CAUSES. 


Last week our Glasgow correspondent reported a rumour that the Liver- 
pool speculators operating in Scotch pig-iron had gone the length of offer- 
ing for the entire stock of the Carron Company. Later in the week it 
oozed out that our correspondent’s report was most correct, 65s. per ton 
having been actually offered, and a rise, in anticipation, of nearly 4s. per 
ton was the result, The Carron Company refused the offer, and a mo- 
mentary pause took place, which was followed by aslight reaction, caused 
by a Scotch speculator having thrown a few thousand tons on the market. 

Nothing daunted by their failore in this direction, they continue to 
“rig” the market, purchasing whatever comes in their way; and if pre- 
diction speaks truly, we shall soon see Scotch pig-iron up to 80s, per ton. 
Of course the fature course of events is entirely in their hands, and the 
price will be just what they choose to make it. 

Another cause which will prevent the decline from proving more than 
& mere temporary dip of prices, is the fact that the Scotch miners held a 
monster meeting in the City Hall, Glasgow, on Thursday, when unani- 
mous resolutions were passed, restricting the output of coal by a fifth, and 
resolving that the minimum standard of wages over Scotland should be 
5s. per day. This is done with the urdisguised intention of preventing 
the accumulation of stocks of either iron or coal, and preventing a reduction 
of wages. The effects upon the coal trade would be to lessen the produc- 
tion, by within a fraction, of 49,000 tons per week; and if carried into 
practice, would necessitate the stoppage of a certain number of blast-fur- 
naces over the country, and reduce the production of pigs 200,000 tons 
perannum., With the demand which is expected this spring for metals 
from Europe and America, a limited output of itself would keep prices 
well up, and the men seem determined to carry out their resolutions or 
“strike.” In fact, this meeting is considered by the men themselves as 
the best organised, most gigantic, and united meeting of miners ever held 
in Scotland, and was the result of a thorough agitation and consultation 
in the entire mining districts of the kingdom. 

This restriction of labour and increase of wages will so control the pro- 
duce, and enhance the cost of the raw material, that the price of pigs can- 
not fail to advance. But if a strike ensues—and who can tell what may 
take place ?—this would play so directly into the hands of these English 
gentlemen, who presently hold almost the whole available ‘* warrants,” 
that 80s. or 90s. per ton would be demanded for the article. And a strike 
may ensue—there is a predisposition in miners to strike, however well off 
they may chance to be; and the manifestos of the men—copies of which 
are before us as we write—are most uncompromising in theirterms. Con- 
cession or a strike is the only alternative, and either of these mean en-

Raitway Wagons, anv THE NortHeRN Coat Fietp.—It is reported 
that a prospectus is about being issued privately of the North-Eastern Iron 
and Wagon Company—a great part of the shares in which have been 
already subscribed for through Mr. Ellis Lever, of Manchester and New- 
castle-on-T'yne,—for the building and supply of railway wagons to the great 
North of England coal field. It certainly appears surprising that in a dis- 
trict yielding 26.000,000 tons, or more than one-fourth, of the coal and iron 
produce of the United Kingdom no provision should have been made up 
to the present time. A plot of land containing nearly 20 acres, with an 
old-established and extensive works, plant, and machinery for wheel making 
and wagon building, has been purchased for carrying on the business of 
the company, which, with the facilities for obtaining timber at the north- 
eastern ports, and the growing demand for wagons, not only in Durham 
and Northumberland, but throughout the country, must at once stamp the 
undertaking as perfectly legitimate, and deserving success. It appears 
that there are some 20,000 old chaldron or hopper wagons on the North- 
Eastern and Stockton and Darlington Railways condemned as being un- 
suitable for running on the main passenger lines, and these are gradually 
disappearing, as they can be replaced by wagons of modern construction,

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Guascow, Jan. 18.—The Carron Company having refused to sell their 
stock, there has been some unsteadiness in the Pig-Iron Market, but spe- 
culation is as active as ever. If the Liverpool speculators continue to con- 
trol the market, it will continue to advance. Meantime, it is injuring the 
legitimate trade of the district, as we know that large orders for castings, 
which would have been placed here, has gone to other markets. A general 
advance must be imminent throughout England and Wales, otherwise a 
reaction may be looked forward to with certainty; but the attitude of the 
miners, and the expected general demand, inclines us to think that there 
is more likelihood of an advance than a decline. 

The market for MaNuracturED Iron is very firm, and makers are well 
supplied with orders, but are not inclined to sell unless for immediate spe- 
cification. A good many orders have been lodged for spring shipment, 
but in almost every case the price is to be fixed by the rate current at the 
time of delivery. The almost universal belief here is that present quota- 
tations must be advanced within the next few weeks, as pig-iron is now 
so high that makers are unable to manufacture at the price. Ship-build- 
ing iron is in some request, but plates are without change. ‘The iron- 
founders are busy, and have raised their quotations 15s. per ton, notwith- 
standing the diversion of large orders to the South; but the market mast 
equalise itself in England with the Scotch rates, or the Scotch square 
itself by the English rates, and when the equilibrium is established the 
orders will come back. The present is an exceptional time. Prices may 
be said to be as last quoted. 

The shipments of Pic-Iron for the week ending Jan. 15 were 7649 tons 
against 9189 tons last year; total till date, 26,421 tons; increase, 149 tons. 
There still continues great animation in the market, and prices since this 
day week at once attained an advance of about 4s, per ton, 69s. 3d. cash 
having been paid for warrants on Monday, but it was naturally to be ex- 
pected that after such a rapid advance a slight reaction should ensue, and 
since then prices are a little lower. To-day business was done at 68s. 3d. 
cash, in the morning, but on a pressure of iron for cash, fell to 66s. 104d., 
closing buyers at this; sellers, 67s. cash. 

Coats are very firm in price, with a steady demand, but are enhanced 
in value by the occasional stoppage of pits, on account of the culpable in- 





hanced prices for the metal. The men seem to know what they are doing,

Trades of Liverpool during the year 1865, the following brief summary 
will, doubtless, be interesting to our readers:—In the year 1864, the trade 
in all departments was unprecedentedly dull, but the cessation of the civil 
war in North America, and the commencement of a war between Spain 
and Chili, gave a sudden and great impetus to every branch of the metal 
market, the trade during the past few months having been in every respect 
satisfactory.—In Iron, from Jan. to June, there was much dulness, owing 
to the squabbles between the ironmasters and their employées, but the sur- 
render of General Lee, and the defeat of the South, soon made the trade 
active at a fair advance of prices, with constant and satisfactory orders from

During the winter months, when there is the greatest de- 
mand on mineral lines, and when less work can be done, and when also 
engines are more liable to be ‘‘lamed ” than during the summer months, 
precautions should be taken by railway companies against surprises, acci- 
dents, or deficiency of haulage, arising from these causes, if they would lay 
claim to be held worthy of being entrusted with the exclusive privilege of 
being public carriers over tracts of country where, when they chose, they 
can run down all opposition. This is specially the case in mining districts, 
and it is telling on the exports of coal to the extent of several thousand 
tons per week.

result of want of demand, but owing entirely to the inability of the railway 
companies to carry their traffic to its destination. 

A strike of considerable magnitude has taken place amongst the Ayr- 
shire miners, who are dissatisfied with their pay, being 6d. per day under 
that paid to colliers in the other mining districts of Scotland. In Novem- 
ber last their wages were advanced to 4s. 6d. per day, but as coal miners in other parts 
were in receipt of 5s. per day, after manifesting considerable patience, they have struck 
work for an equality of pay with their fellow-workers over Scotland. They have already 
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removed their graith from several of the collieries and ironstone pits, and several have 
gone elsewhere to find work. A meeting was held on Monday, which was attended by 
Mr. M‘Donald, secretary to the Scottish Miners’ Association, who urged the men to re- 
main on strike till their demand was conceded. He considered it strange that ironmas- 
ters, who were getting 70s. per ton for their iron, could not afford to pay their colliers 
as high wages as coalowners. Another meeting was to be held in Kilmarnock, on Fri- 
day, which was te be addressed by a gentleman from the English Miners’ Association, 
and further measures were to be taken as to the course they should pursue for the future, 

A new dye, of a brilliant indigo colour, has, we understand, been dis- 
covered in connection with the utilisation of the chemical products of peat 
distillation, at the chemical works of Sir James Matheson, in Stornaway. 
In a former Journal we noticed these works, and the product of their manafacture—pa- 
raftin, oil, &e. The discovery is to be secured by patent, and wil! add to the industries 
of the far North, It will also be of great pecuniary advantage, and contribute to render 
the distillation of peat a profitable manufacture. ee

‘lhe three combating Scotch railway companies were—at the instance 
of the Chairman of the North British—invited last week to a friendly discussion of 
their respective measures, with the view of coming to an amicable arrangement, if pos- 
sible. The Caledonian directors excused themselves on account of the day fixed being 
inconvenient, and intimated their willingness to meet with the directors of the North 
British Company “alone.” The reply excited great surprise amongst our local railway 
proprietors, and fears are entertained that their decision looks like a fight with the 
South-Western Company. Our opinion is, that the astute heads who rule the Calado- 
nian board will seek interviews w.th the directors of both companies “ separately,” and 
thus attain their own ends more readily and efficiently than by fighting both conjointly. 

The Wemyss Bay Steamboat Company have sold their two swift steamers, 
Kyles and Bute—built last year—to the Thames Saloon Steamboat Company, and the 
first-named has proceeded to her destination. She will be followed shortly by the 
Bute. Messrs, M‘Nab and Company, of Greenock, keve signed a contract for two large 
screw steamers, of aboat 1000 tons each, for the Messrs. Florio, of Palermo. _ 

A fine paddle-steamer was launched on Saturday, for the coasting aud 
river trade of Australia.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAN. 

Jan. 18.—The demand for coal and coke continues unabated here, and 
the manufacturers complain pretty loudly of the prices they are compelled 
to pay for coals on the ‘'yne—the price having advanced within a few years 
100 percent. Small coals for manufacturing purposes, for which only 6s. 
per chaldron was got, now brings 12s. for the same quantity quite readily. 
Should this state of things continue, which is extremely probable, a differ- 
rent mode of getting steam must be resorted to, as that commonly adopted 
here is extremely wastetal so far as fuel is concerned—it is, indeed, only 
tolerable when fuel is cheap. The aduption of the Cornish boiler, at pre- 
sent in use in some few isolated cases, will at once effect an immense sav- 
ing. There is, we believe, no exaggeration in stating that a good Corn- 
ish boiler will produce a given quantity of steam at half the cost for fuel 
as compared with the ordinary cylindrical boiler in use here. If this be 
correct, the sooner manufacturers turn their attention to the matter the 
better, as the late advance in the price of coal has made a serious deduc- 
tion from their profits. 


supplied with water in a boiling state, or nearly so, requires much less 
fuel; in one case lately, the difference in favour of hot water as compared 
with cold water, was not less than 25 per cent. in favour of the former. 
A most serious accident occurred at the Pelton Feil Colliery, which 
caused the death of five boys, and the serious injury of several others. It 
must be observed, in the first place, that the boys were riding on a set of tubs, contrary 
to strict crders given and attempted to be carried out by theofficials. Thissort of reck- 
lessness is much to be deplored,and is buttoocommon. The train the unfortunate boys 
were riding oa was being hauled along the engine-plane, and at the same time a number 
of tabs were being conveyed by some men down a branch way, which joins the main 
line. This latter train unfortanately got loose,and run Into the main train, and, of 
course, caused great havoc, upsetting the tubs and killing five boys, as stated above. 
The increased strain caused the breakage of the rope hauling the train, which was a 
fortunate circamstance, as {f this had not occurred further mischief might have ensued. 
The branch-way, it must be observed, was a new one,and permanent arrangements had 
not been made as to the management of the tabson it. An inquest was held on Mon- 
day, and the jary returned a verdict of “‘ Accidental Death,” with,a recommendation that 
better means be adopted for regulating the running of the tabs down the new line. 
We are glad to notice that an agreement has been pleasantly arrived at 
between the lessees of the various grindstone quarries here and the opera- 
tives. The weekly wages during the past year were 27s. per week, and 
not 28s. per week, as we inadvertently stated, and the wages asked in the first instance 
for the present year were 30s. per week. The lessees, however, offered 28s. per week, 
being an advance of ls. per week, and this has been accepted, sothat this important trade 
will proceed as usual, and the arrangement appears to be very creditable to all parties ; 
and if acted upon generally such disastrous strikes as the Cramlington one would be an- 
known. There the men, instead of accepting the advance offered, insisted upon having 
the whole demand, and hence the result. 2 
The iimited liability principle, for the working of ironworks, &c., con- 
tinues to extend, and the companies hitherto worked on the principle have 
prospered. The system will, we believe, be applied shortly to some well known works 
in Durham, the said works having been successfully carried on a number of years by 
the present proprietorr. Farther particulars respecting this we expect togive next week. 
The dispute between the Durham Assessment Committee and the col- 
liery owners is but little nearer a settlement than ever, though a sub-com- 
mittee has now been appointed to confer with the coalowners to endeavour 


to obtain an araicable settlement. Mr. Coulson appears, now that many 
of the coalowners have to some extent committed themselves to adopt the new rateabie 
value, which, in some instances, will be douBle the present, to be inclined to change his 
position altogether, for he now argues that the dedaction of the 25 per cent. forms no 
part of the principle. The entire system is as inquisitorial and unsatisfactory as the 
income tax system, and the result, when the adoption is bona fide, causes a colliery that 
has hitherto paid upon 1500/., to be taxed upon 3000/.; but upon Mr. Coulson’s new 
suggestion, the rateable valae would be raised to 4000/. It is to be hoped that the re- 
sult of these unnecessary exactions will be to induce the coalowners throughout the 
kingdom to take up the matter energetically,and they would have little difficulty in 
securing the exemption of colliery working from taxation altogether. 


The engine which has been erected by Messrs. Nicholson and Smith, of

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. | 
Jan. 18.—There is, on the whole, a feeling of cunfidence in the future | 
of the Iron Trape in these districts, and though the plate-mills are not | 
fally at work, for almost all other kinds of iron there is a steady demand, | 
and most of the works are pretty fally employed. The course of events 
in America is the point on which the immediate future of the trade mainly 
turns, and news from there will be keenly scrutinised to discover any pre- 
sages of the commercial collapse of which the Zimes gave warning ; and, | 
perhaps, with still great interest to see whether the Congress will yield to 
the demand of the Pennsylvanian ironmasters, and impose heavier duties ' 
on British iron. The elaborate reasons urged there why everybody who 
buys iron should pay double the price for it, in order that the labour which 
is wanted in so many other and more profitable branches of industry shall 
be forced into the iron manufacture, are really amusing to read in this 
country, where the long discussion on the Corn Laws has taught every man 
of sense who reads a newspaper the fallacy of such arguments. There is, 
however, good reason to believe that no duty can exclude British iron from 
America. An intelligent gentleman from this locality, who has recently 
been over there, says that the cost of the material, both ore and coal, is 
considerably increasing as the workings extend further from surface, and 
that with the excessively high price of labour, and of everything else, even 
the desiderated argumentation of the import duties to 100 per cent. would 
not enable the American ironmasters to exclude our iron. Such a move- | 
ment would, however, no doubt put an immediate check on the export of 
iron to the States, as the uncertainty and consequent fluctuations which 
protective duties involve is one of their great evils. P1a-IRoN continues 
very firm in price, and the makers are, as a rule, heavily sold. The in- | 
creased price of pigs reduces the profits of makers of finished iron, who are 
also paying higher rates of wages in proportion to the price of iron than | 
was long the rule: theresult is that underselling is considerably diminished. | 
The Harpware Trapesare tolerably active. The demand for the United | 
States continues large, and for some articles buyers are very urgent for | 
prompt shipment. No one can doubt that if labour and capital can be 
prudently married in the Southern States, a very large expenditure to replace 
the wrecked machinery of the industrial organisation will yield large profits. 

The directors of the Birmingham Financial Company (Limited) have 
issued their second annual report, and it bears every appearance of pro- 
sperity and of prudent t. Theshareholders capital is 60,575]. and the com- 
pany holds on carrent and deposit accounts 68,0687. They show a gross profit for the 
year of 21,635/., and after writing off 10007. on account of preliminary expenses and 
half the cost of farnitare and fittings, and making the other necessary dedactions, the 
profits are 15,611/. They, however, only propose to divide 10 per cent., which absorbs 
6057/., carrying 93002. to the reserve fund, which is thus raised to 10,0002.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 
Jan. 18.—The satisfactory tone which pervaded the quarterly meetings, 
and the aspect of the future, have had a favourable influence on the Iron 
| Trade of South Wales. The mills and furnaces are in pretty active ope- 
| ration, and the men are kept in tolerably regular work. Notwithstanding 
| the prevailing opinion that prices will remain the same as during the past 
| quarter, there are some makers who think an advance ought to be made, 
| more especially taking into consideration the price of pigs. The strin- 
gency which has prevailed of late in the money market has not affected 
the trade in this district to any greatextent. There are many parties who 
think that the agitation for increased import duties on iron in America is 
| confined to only a few interested individuals, who, doubtless, will do all 
; they can to keep up the clamour, and they look forward to a good trade 
with the States so soon as dealers in that country possess the means for 
| making remittances. Stipulations for early delivery still continue to ac- 
| company specifications. Most of the old orders have been executed, and 
| fresh ones are coming in, upon the whole, freely. ‘The exports to the con- 
| tinental markets are about on an average, and one or two orders have been 
| received from France, doubtless owing to the advance made in prices by 
the ironmasters of that country. There is a fair demand from the East, 
and some new specifications are expected in consequence of the extension 
| of railways, and the doubling of existing lines in India. The prospect of 
the trade is good on home acconnt, and had it not been for the high rate 
of discount, there is little doubt but that additional contracts would be 
carried out. Pig-iron continues firm, and it is likely to remain so. The 
tin-plate trade is buoyant, and the advance reported last week is main- 
tained. There is a fair demand for steam coal, but in consequence of the 
changeable character of the weather the consumption of house coal has not 
been so great as was expected. Th stormy weather has materially inter- 
| fered with shipments at the various ports.

| In accordance with the announcement made in last week’s report, several

At the Aberdare Police-court, on Tuesday, Mr. Fowler, stipendiary 
magistrate, delivered his decision in a case in which a collier named Thos. 
Edwards, working for the Merthyr Colliery Company, was charged with 
absenting himself from his work without leave, and without giving the 
usual month’s notice required by the rales of the company. It appeared that the de- 
fendant was at work in a doable stall, and that he was stopped on a Monday; on the 


afterwards he took out his tools and went away. Mr. Fowler said it was certain that 
defendant left his work without notice. But there were two ways {n which this might 
be done without making him liable to conviction by the Court. First, there might be 
a lawful excuse for so leaving service; and, secondly, did the defendant, when he left 
the service, actually and honestly believe and suppose that he might, under the cir- 
cumstances, lawfully stop working. Ina case lately decided in the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, the Lord Chief Justice, in giving his decision, evidently considered that there 
must not only be a wrongful absence from work, but a knowledge that it was wrongful 
and guilty, and had intention to do that which was unlawful in reference to the con- 
tract. In the present case defendant’s work was stopped in the middle of a month, and 
& new and different work was offered to him after the interval of aday. The overman 
could not say whether the defendant could have got so much money in the new work; 
and he did not even tell defendant the price of the stall. There was something said 
about “ allowance,” but the contract rules were silent on the subject, and there was no 
evidence of any general custom or usage in that and other collieries of the valley in re- 
spect tosuch changes of work and price. The offer to defendant was to change his posi- 
tion from one of certainty to one of uncertainty, the value to be adjusted at a future day 
at the will of the manager. Taking all the circumstances into consideration, the Bench 
were of opinion that defendant believed he had the lawful option of leaving off work 
and refusing the allowance. They considered that a conviction under all those circum- 
stances would not be correct. Mr. Fowler added—* We decide this case solely on the 
ground that we hold that the defendant truly believed he was fairly entitled to leave 
the work when the heading was stopped. We lay down nogeneral rule, nor can we doso,”

The coming of age of J. H. Insole, Esq., of Ely Court, Cardiff, and 
eldest son of Walter Insole, Esq., proprietor of the Cymmer Colliery, Rhondda Valley, 
was celebrated by the men employed at the works and the inhabitants of the valley 
with great eclat on the 6th inst. A public dinner took place at the Rhondda Inn, 
where upwards of 300 persons sat down to an excellent repast, which consisted of four 
rounds of beef, weighing 225 1bs. The outdoor amusements consisted of rustic and 
athletic sports, in which all took part. The whole of the colliers and their wives and 
sweethearts were liberally regaled by Mrs. J. H. Insole with a bounteous tea, which 
was laid out in the Porth British Schoolroom, which was tastefully decorated, in 
which several addresses were delivered.

The competition of other ports and the opening of new lines of railways to other dis- 
tricts have been the principal cause of the decrease in the exports from Cardiff; and the 
opening of commanication with the Aberdare coal districts have brought about the in- 
crease of exports from Newport. The decrease of exports from Swansea is chiefly to be 
attributed to the breaking out of the yellow fever at that port, and in consequence of 
which ships would not go there for cargoes. 





The inquest upon the bodies of the sufferers by the Gethin Colliery 
explosion has resulted in a verdict that Vavasour Rees died from the 
effects of the explosion which took place in his stall, but how or by whom 
the gas was fired they could not say. ‘They found that John Moody and 
William Davies were guilty of culpable neglect in not removing the men 
and clearing the gas. Moody and Davies were committed for trial for 
manslaughter, at the March Glamorgan Assizes, but were admitted to bail, themselves 
in 40. each, and two sureties in 20/. each. In the course of the enquiry Mr. John 
Moody, the viewer, deposed that it was his duty to attend to the ventilation of Gethin 
Pit. Onjthe Saturday previous he made a change in the ventilation, and when he mea- 
sured the air passing into the pit he found 9580 ft. on the west side of the shaft, in No.1 
split, and in theeast dip of No. 2 split there were 5460 {t. passing along the lower levels. 
He also took it in the return from the four cross headings to the rise of the upper ievel, 
about 50 yards from the pit sunk to the Four-feet, and found 12,600 ft. He measured 
7250 ft. of air at the intake at the bottom of the incline. The air was changed togive 
fresh air to allow the men at the top of the heading to blast. A man was specially ap- 
pointed to biast. On the Tuesday morning, before the explosion there were 5100 ft. of 
air in the return from Joseph Ree’s heading, in the lower level. Dr. J. H. Thomas de- 
posed as to the cause of death, and Messrs. Eynon, colliery » who happened to 
be in the pit at the time of the explosion, William Davies, the underviewer, and 
others, deposed to rescuing the bodies. The enquiry lasted the entire week, and on the 
Saturday the Government Inspectors presented their reports. Mr. Lionel Brough con- 
sidered that ander the conditions ruling at the colliery at the time the change made by 
Mr. Moody might have turned out a useful change, bat he agreed with Rees Price that 
everything ought to have corresponded. With regard to the general state of ventilation 
of the Nine-feet seam, the quantity of fresh air descending from the surface could scarcely 
be said to be insufficient for ordinary purposes ; but the question which naturally arises 
is as to whether or not a proper quantity arrived at the far ends and distant faces of 
work. Its travail was tortuous and Intricate, as it had to pass in and out in various 
directions, and through three underground pits or staples. Furthermore, the practice 
appears to have prevailed in Cyfarthfa collieries of scaling air through workings belong- 
ing to abandoned cross headings, thus again lessening the amount so much required in 
those stalls which were furthest from the bottom of thedowncast. Fiery collieries, with 
currents of air only just enough \o preserve the pit from explosion when all goes smoothly 
andjeverything is in its normal condition, may he sald to be attended with the contingent 
danger, that when anything takes place they are unable to contend with it, and calami- 
tous results ensue. Those coliierles are the best which possess a power of ventilation 
beyond the mere balance of conditional safety. When danger suddenly makes its ap- 
pearance surplus ventilation is often able to surmount and conquer it. Restricted co- 
lumns of air can never do so. He recommended an entirely new shaft to the Nine-feet 
vein, devoted entirely to ventilating purposes, and that the ventilation be completely se- 
vered from that of the Four-feet vein. Mr. T. E. Wales having given his opinion as to 
the probabie origin of the accident, remarked that he would suggest for the futare work- 
ing of the Gethin No, 2 pit—1. That the quantity of air, especially on the east side of 
the pit, be increased.—2. That all main levels or thoroughfares be ventilated with cur- 
rents of fresh air, and so arranged that the fresh air shall pass from such headings, 
levels, &c., into the old works, and not vice versa.—3. That all return air-ways be tra- 
velled only by proper and careful persons.—4. That the Geordie, or Stephenson, lamp be 
used instead of the Clanny and Davy, and that the firing of shots be discontinued ; that 
& more efficient person be appointed to examine and lock all lamps, and that the lamp 
department be improved.—5. That all safety-lamps be supplied by the proprietor of the 
works to the workmen. This would be a guarantee for the quality of the lamp. The 
custom throughout almost the whole of South Wales is for the colliers to purchase 
their own lamps, and they were, he feared, generally influenced by the amount of light 
and price at which they can be obtained, both, doubtless, of great importance, but 
ought, nevertheless, to be subservient to safety. He would strongly impress upon the 
officers of the colliery, the colliers, and others, the great importance of adhering strictiy 
to the colliery rules, and especially with regard to the proper use of the safety-lamps. 











Tae Sewrne Macuine Patent—Important Decisronx.—On Thurs- 
day, the Judges of the Court of Common Pleas delivered their judgment 
in the case of Thomas’s patent. It was argued on behalf of the defen- 
dants that the patent was bad in law—first, because there was a variance 
between the statement of the invention as set forth in the provisional specification and 
the invention as definitively described in the final or complete specification; and, 
secondly, because the invention, as it remained described in the latter document, after 
giving due effect to a disclaimer which had been entered, was so large in its terms as 
to include machinery or instruments which were public property prior to the date of 
the patent. The objection as to the provisional specification was, that whereas In that 
document 4 certain instrament for holding and moving the fabric under operation was 
described, and then followed the words “ or another acting therewith,” yet in the final 
specification what was alleged to be the fulfilment of these statements was a presser- 
foot for holding the cloth, which was made in two parts. the better to allow of its 
yielding to the movement of the cloth. The Court, composed of Chief Justice Erle, and 
Justices Keating, Willes, and Montague Smith, decided as to this point that it had al- 
ready been adjudged (Newall v. Elilott, 27 L. J. Rep.) that some amount of variation 
from the original specification as to the specifying of the invention was to be allowed to 
®& patentee, and they considered that if, in this case, the terms of that document were 
departes from, which was to be doubted, that still the variation was not great enough 
to be fatal, especially considering no other party had been damnified thereby. On the 
second point, the Court was of opinion that what was claimed under the patent was not 
80 extensive as alleged by the defendant, for instead of the specification being properly 
construed by reading it as claiming “every instrument which held and moved the 
fabric under operation,” it was fined by that d t to those instruments only of 
the character stated as “ herein described,” and as the defendant had certainly infringed 
by adopting a mechanical equivalent for what was duly described by the patentee, who 
had been rightly successful and must still prevail, and the rule must be discharged.

rise has taken place in articles de platinerie. The Bois-de-Tilleul Rolling Mills, be- 
longing to the Sambre Company, have been offered for sale, but bidders were not numer- 
ous, asd no advance was made on the upset price of 32,000/., fixed by the council of 
administration. After the public sale, or rather attempted sale, had closed, a com- 
any, which possesses establishments in the North of France, made a proposition to the 
vane! of administration; but it was not accepted, the price offered being considered 
too low. A royal decree, authorises the Vieille-Montagne Company, proprietor of the 
Valentin-Coq and Coune Colladios Collieries, to unite those two concessions. The 
amalgamation of the Marcinele and Couillet and the ChAtelinean Metallurgical Com- 
ies has become an accomplished fact. The first of these companies will absorb the 
other, and it will create with this object 12,500 new shares, which will be attributed 
to the shareholders of the Chatelinean Company, who will receive five new shares for 
every eight shares in the old company. Both the fusioned companies possess collieries 
and blast-farnaces ; the Marcinelle and Couillet undertaking has also large construction 
shops, which turn out locomotives much sought after. The two companies made rather 
unfortunate beginnings. They had before 1850 absorbed their capital,and were obliged 
to have recourse to considerable loans. Since then, having been better administered, 
their means of production having been better appropriated, and the new wants of in- 
dustry having materially assisted them, their position has sensibly improved, although 
their shares have not touched the rate of issue, as the charges which burden them can 
only be removed by a great number of years of wise administration and commercial 
rosperity. The amalgamation of the two companies is not likely to have a very great 
Influence upon their prosperity; at the same time, it will, probably, effect a certain 
reduction in the expenses of management. The situation of the Belgian coal trade has 
not sensibly varied. Itis still characterised by an insufficiency of extraction, an aban- 
dance of orders, a firm maintenance of quotations, scarcity of plant on the railways, 
abundance of boats, and by consequence a fallin freights, In this state of affairs it is the 
consumer who suffers the most; he is badly served, and pays dearly,and, nevertheless, 
at present he is the only person who does not complain. Coal has become so scarce at 
Paris that it is almost a matter of doubt whether the gas-works will be able to procure it ; 
never has such a dearth of-combustible been experienced. In the Centre, at Mons, and 
at Liége there is no variation in quotations. . 

A fair current of orders has set in at the French forges. This is con- 
sidered a favourable augury for the new year, as usually January is re- 
garded as almost a commercial blank. Quotations have not varied either 
at St. Dizier or in the Moselle. We have not yet returns as to the pro- 
duction of pig in France in 1865, but as regards 1864, we may recal the fact that the 
Exposé de la Situation de vEmpire stated the make of that year at 1,212,000 tons, of 
the estimated value of 5,576,000/. The production of pig in France increased in the forty 
years embraced between 1819 and 1859 in the ratio of l to8. There were nochecks ex- 
perienced in the general progress except at political crises, such as those of 1830 and 
1848, and also during the commercial crisis of 1857-8. England, however, still makes 
three or four times as much pig as France; the United States manufacture about the 
same quantity as the French ; Belgiam, Prussia, and Austria produce considerably less, 
In France the indigenous bearings have long ceased to meet the demands made upon 
them by the works, and minerals are sought for, not only in Belgium and Germany, but 
even in Spain, Africa, and the Islandof Elba. The quantity imported may be estimated 
as regards 1864 at 450,000 tons; in this total Belgium figures for about half. In the 
year 1864, the fabrication of iron effected with pig produced by French works attained in 
roand figures a total of 800,000 tons. With this production France nearly met its own 
wants, and the quantity of pig or iron imported from England, Belgium, Prussia, Aus- 
tria, Sweden, Norway, Spain, or Italy, was only a small fraction of the total fabrication. 
The great works at Creuzot are stated to be producing pig at the rate of 100,000 tons per 
annum. The number of workpeople now directly employed by Creuzot is estimated at 
10,000, of whom 1500 are employed at the collieries, 1000 at bearings of ironstone, 800 
at the blast-furnaces, 2800 at the forges, 3000 in the construction of machinery, and 900 
in carting and miscellaneous operations. Branch lines unite this splendid industrial 
establishment to the canal of the Centre, and to the enormous ‘network of the Paris 
Lyons, and Mediterranean Railway Company. S , 

The demand for Chilian copper at Havre, which was rather quiet at 
that market towards the close of Dec., has since somewhat revived, and 
some considerable sales have been noted in disposeable at 987. per ton, and 
where deliveries are to be made at a future date, at 981. to 99/. per ton; in 
consequence, however, of an advance in the rate of discount, the last advices represent 
the market as somewhat feeble at 96/. to 967. 10s. per ton. A Havre broker reports as 
follows the movements of the article on that market during December:—*“ In United 
States there is nothing to note, except the importation of 54 tons of Minesota, for which 
at present only inadequate offers have been made. In Chilian, affairs have been active

FOREIGN MINES. 


ALTEN AND QUZNANGEN.—Dec, 18: Raipas: No alteration of interest 
has occurred at this mine since my last. In the 30 fathom level, driving south-west, 
but little progress has been made, neither has any lode been intersected. The stopes in 
the 10 are producing but little ore, and the returns have fallen off; generally we hope, 
however, to do better as soon as the spring sets in.—Old Mine: The stope in the 5 fm.

Gonnesa.—R, W. Rickard, Jan. 8: Monte Tippiri Mine: The deep 
adit level, west from Orred’s shaft, has been communicated with No. 1 winze from shal- 
low adit level, and, consequently, excellent ventilation has been established in the deep 
adit level, and a good piece of ground cut open for stoping. The deep adit level ig being 
continued westward beyond the winze; the lode there is 5 ft. wide, and ylelds 2 tons 
of ore per fathom.—Acqua Resi Mine: The No. 2 lode, in the level driving south from 
San Antonio cross-cut, is large—5 ft. wide, and ylelds 1% ton of ore per fathom. The 
cross-cut lode in the San Barbe’s level, driving north, is at present poor. “This was ra- 
ther to be expected, as the end is directly under the east and west valley. A remark- 
able feature in this neighbourhood is that the lodes are productive only in the hills they 
traverse, and not in the valleys.

The lode is apparently very wide, the western wall only having been 
geen, It consists almost entirely of a fine-looking gossan, mixed with lumps of car- 








bonate of lead. We purpose now cutting through the lode to the eastern wall, and pro- 
bably in so doing shall meet with ore. Thetwoeross-cuts, Giacomo and Enthoven, are 
each being continued by six men, and we hope soon to be able to report the cutting of 
some of the fine lodes which are known to exist before them. 

San Glovanni Mine: Taylor’s cross-cut south progresses most favourably, and we hope 
in the course of six months, or even less, to intersect the No. 1 lode by this cross-cut. 
Victor Emanuel level east, during the last month, has been lengthened 6 metres, the 
last 4 of which were unproductive. I have been informed to-day, however, that the 
level has again entered productive ground, probably another shoot of ore, and yields 
3 tons per fathom. The stopes in the back and bottom of this level are still very pro- 
ductive, their average yield being estimated at 5 tons of ore perfathom. The stopes are 
under and over the Victor Emanuel level west, and produce 4 tons of ore per fathom.

Care Coprer.—Dec. 2: The returns from the mines for November 
were not made up in time for the mail, but Captain Clemes writes that no material 
change had taken place in Ookiep Mine or in the trials at Nababeep. The returns from 
Spectakel had, as was anticipated, continued to decline. The incline tunnel at Ookiep 
was progressing, and on this subject Captain Clemes writes —“ Incline tunnel, for the 
past 34% fathoms, has been revealing very good deposits of ore. For the last fathom 
masses of rich yellow ore occupy the whole passage—8 feet wide by 8 feet high, and 
now both sides of the tunnel present ores equally rich. The discovery of these ores is 
very important, and should they continue to yield to the distance yet unexplored be- 
tween the two points—the north-east deep levels and the present end of the tunnel—it 
will add most materially to the value and durability of this mine: about two months 
more will prove this very interesting question, The Colleen Buwnsailed from Hondeklip 
on December 7, and from St. Helena on December 21. She has on board 525 tons of 
copper ore and 20 tons of regulusand metal.

Every now and then we have 
a striking instance of individual bravery, as in the case of Captain Wake subduing the 
hostile batteries opposed to him from his wrecked ship, or in Capt. Martin giving him- 
self up to death in the London, with his doomed passengers. These acts of the nobility 
of human nature inspire the nation with faith that with respect to her gifted children 
almost everything is possible. But what holds good as to our personal courage is also 
evident in the combined will of the community.

J. Vivian, P. Clymo, J. Sec- 
combe, R. Grylls, Roberts (West Basset), and J. Dawe, these gentlemen being either 
pursers or managers of the most important mines in Cornwall. The recommendations 
of the Royal Commission appointed to enquire into the condition of metalliferous mines 
were considered seriatim and discussed. After which it was resolved unanimously, on 
the motion of Mr. P. P. Smith, seconded by Mr. J. P. Bennetts, that the gentlemen pre- 
sent be appointed a committee to confer with the four members fur the county as to the 
best course to be taken in reference to Lord Kinnaird’s proposed bill, and generally npon 
the question of legislation on the subject of metalliferous mines. 


Copper OrE Wasnep Away.—lIntelligence has been received that in 
consequence of the flooding of the River Tamar many of the piles of copper ore at 
Morwelham Quay have been washed away. Some of the ore had been sold, and other 
piles were to have been sold at the ticketing this week, chiefly Devon Consols ores. 
Parcels for sale have been so mixed with those already sold, that it is dificult to say 
what can be done in the matter. The loss by ore washed away is said to amount to 
several thousands of pounds, 


At Wheal Margery meeting, on Wednesday, a loss was shown on the 
three months of 347/., and a debit balance carried forward of 3652. The copper sold for 
2032/.,and the tin 327. It is expected the mine will meet its costs during the next four 
months,—At West Damsel meeting, on Monday, a profit of 1427. was shown on the two 
months, which, deducted from the debit balance of 228/, at the last account, left a balance 
of 867. to be carcied forward against the adventurers, The different prodactive points 
reported are worth 33 tons per fm., but the ground being hard and expensive, the results 
are unprofitable.—The high price of money prevailing has very naturally caused in- 
creased depression in shares previously not very marketable.

6d. paid.—At the 
Basset and Grylis meeting 10 dividend could be declared, although 73 tons of tin had 
been sold. Mr. J.C. Lanron, Mr. J. Little, Capt. Chappell, and others were anxious 
to turn out the manager, Capt. Wilkins, but he was supported by the purser (Mr. Tyacke) 
and his friends, and his services were retained by a large majority. —At Cook’s Kitchen 
meeting, on Thursday, a loss was shown on the three months of 5911., increasing the 
debit balance to 6827. This mine, with anything like a price for tin, would give divi- 
dends, but is now compelled to make calls. The costs were 4137/., and the tin (59 tons) 
is credited at 35427. The costs are enhanced by the large amount which has been ex- 
pended on the tin floors, the new principle of taking the tinstuff direct from the stamps 
to the tin buddle having been adopted.

MeTALtireRovus Mines Bitt.—We have urged, on several occasions, 
the desirability of gentlemen connected with the mines of Cornwall entering upon some 
course of action, before the assembling of Parliament, with the view of preparing for the 
introduction of a Metalliferous Mines Bill. Thata bill will be introduced, founded upon 
the report of the Royal Commission of Mines, there is very little room to doubt, Lord 
Kinnaird has already shown hi- -- .i, if not his judgment, in the matter; and we can 
scarcely question his intention oi introducing a new bill, or the No. 2, which he put 
forward in the last session. It remains, however, to be ascertained whether his lord- 
ship and the mining gentlemen who last year objected to many of the provisions of his 
bill,can now agree upon a measure which will be beneficial. Any measure which would 
further secure the hea:th, safety,and comfort of the miner, and would include jadicious, 
but not impracticable and mischievous provisions, rendering the continued working of 
mines almost impossible, would be such a measure as all parties would approve. We 
are glad, therefore, to know that a meeting of gentlemen, very largely connected with 
the mining interest of Cornwall, was held this week at Truro, and that acommittee was 
appointed to confer with the four members for the county, with the view of determining 
on the best course to be taken in Parliament on the Metalliferous Mines question. If 
it be found impracticable to act with Lord Kinnaird in the matter, a measure inde- 
pendent of his might be introduced, or the Government might be urged to found a mea- 
sure on the report of the Commissioners. The question is one that ought to be settled, 
and we have strong confidence that the practical gentlemen who have now engaged in it 
will be enabled to bring about such a settlement as will, on the whole, be beneficial to 
the mining of the county.— West Briton.

GENTLEMEN,— Agreeable to your request, I have made a careful survey of the above 
quarry, which is situate in the parish of Liangynog, Montgomeryshire, about eighteen 
miles west of Oswestry, and eight miles north of Lianfyllin, the nearest rallway station. 

[.—THE VEItNs. 

It appears quite clear to me that there are three different slate veins ranning one above 
the other in the same direction, nearly east and west, and on an angle of 20°, as shown 
in Pian No. 1, on fly leaf of the report. 

The above veins run upto the top of the mountain about three quarters of a mile in 
length, and about 400 yards vertical. The thickness of the veins are as follows: —
